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TROY CLASS. The class which we denominate the TROY CLASS, 
embraces all those who are descendants of ARTHUR VAIL: 

whose name may be found in the GHNHALOGICAL MAP, associated 

with SAMUEL, MARTHA, JOHN, MARY, And THOMAS, as brothers and 
sisters; and had three sons and one daughter, whose names were 
AARON, ISAAC, SAMPSON, and ESTHER. These names now stand at the 
head of four branches, each having a large number of descendants, 
whose Genealogy and History has been our earnest endeavor to col- 
lect together and present a copy to each family interested. 


We have given this undertaking much of our time for the last 
three or four years and yet it is not in so complete a state 

as will enable us to present it to you a finished collection; 
indeed we have only recently been able to discover the address 
of some of the descendants of Esther(Vail) Travis, while many 
of the records of the three sons’ descendants have not been re- 
ceived. We now wish to lay before you this paper, which ina 
brief manner will give you some idea of what has been done and

Of AARON'S record, there is wanting answers to all of the 19 
questions, except the tnoirteenth. Of his children, 1 Lucretia 
married Mr, Brown and had no issue. Their records are wanting. 

2 Moses died young. 3 Moses 2nd married Phebe Holmes and ans- 
wers to 8, 9 and 10th questions wanting. He had Sarah, Phebe, 
Martha, James, Henry, George, Thomas, Moses, and Jonathan. 

Their records are all complete exceot Thomas*s. 4 Aaron; his 
records and his children's and grandchildren’s are wanting. 5 
Esther died young. 6 Jacob married Lavinia Lester and had no is- 
sue. His records are wanting. 7 William married Rhoda and had 
Polly, Esther, Rhoda, Anna, William, Aaron, and Henry. His records 
and those of his children and grandchildren are wholly wanting. 

8 Anna married Solomon Frost and had Samuel, Solemon, Aaron, Henry, 
and Anna V. The records of this ancestor and nis descendants are 
imperfectly finished; witn a few exceptions they are wanting in 
the dates and places of residence, as called for by the 19 ques- 
tions. We have the promise that they will be furnished. 9 Samuel

Frances and Jane. Their recorfis are promised immediately.

Hester and Sally. I have simply the outline of the records of some 
of these children; but none are complete, and but few dates are 
received. This ends the record of tsther Travis* children. We but 
recently received the first tidings of their whereabouts, and nave 
made no progress in collecting their genealogies. We would earnest- 
ly request those who are descendants of Hather(Vail) Travis to send 
without delay, and without waiting for a letter from us, their fam- 
ily. records and all other records which will be of interest to ner 
descendants. 


Our purpose is to collect, so far as we have the approbation and 
co-operation of each individual interested, the genealogy and re- 
cord of every family , who are the descendants of Arthur Vail. We 
commenced the work some seven years since, with that design, and we 
hope to accomplish it; but our success must cepend entirely upon 
the good will and good aid, speedily and fully rendered, by those 
who can and have the power, as well as the knowledge of their own 
and other family nistoryand genealogical facts. When we have ob- 
tained these necessary records, and have possessed ourselves of 
all those factswhich the parties choose to give us, to make such 
individual memoirs as are deemed interesting, we shall pubdbish 
such genealogical records of Arthur Vail, and his descendants, in 
a& pamphlet, and mail a copy to every person who has answered our 
fequests , who have given us their family records, and whose full 
address we have. 

We can furnish, to those who desire to use them, any number of our 
blank questions, either with the lst page, or lst and 2nd page. A 
very little time would suffice to finish the work, if each one 
would inform what they know of their relatives; giving me such 
facts as are asked for by the questions. If nothing more, they 
could give me the full address of such of their relatives as they 
can, and if.I have not written to them I can do so. 

We would state here to those whom it may concern( for we are of- 
ten asked for information), that, to our knowledge there is no 
legacy, or immense estates, or property of any kind, at. home or 
in foreign countries, descending to any of the Vails. If there is 
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we have not been informed.

The testimony of the monthly meeting of nine 

Partners, concerning Aaron Vail. 
He was born in Westchester County, in the province of New York, 
in 1722. His parents professed with the Presbyterians, amongst 
whom he had his education; and being in his youth often under 
religious concern, he was favoured with seasons of spiritual 
refreshment, and as he advanced in years, his exercise increased 
and he frequented the meetings of different societies; but did not 
witness that peace of mind his soul sought after , until after the 
twenty seventh year of his ag¢ when he found his mind led to atte 
end the meetings of our society, in which he found the consolation 
of divine love, that often broke him into tenderness, and pro- 
duced longing desires for the prosperity of the truth; 
About the twenty ninth year of nis age, he removed to Nine Part- 
ners, with his family, and continued to be @ constant attender 
of our meeting for divine worship, and was received a member of 
our society, in the year 1753; and, being careful to attend to 
that power which had operated in his mind, it pleased the Lord 
to bestow on hima gift in the liinistry. It was his lot often to 
pass through much tribulationand poverty of spirit; and he be- 
came qualified to divide the word aright, and was an able min- 
ister of the gospel, through the sanctifying power thereof; he 
was often concerned to travel in the work of the ministry, and 
was frequently led to labour in the discipline, that truth*s 
judgment might not be evaded; and having an excellent gift there- 
in, he became very serviceable in the Church, 
He was likewise much engaged for the freedom of the oppressed 
Africans, and thet Friends might be entirely clear of the gain 
of oppression, and be redeemed from all selfish views. He was 
concerned to admonish others to wait on the Lord in silence, as 
the only way to witness their strength renewed; and practiced 
the same, by calling his family to sit in retirement; thus ad- 
orning the doctrine he preached by his own example. He was court- 
eous and affable in conversation, and much beloved by his neignh- 
borhood; a kind and loving husband, and an affectionate father. 
A short time before his last sickness, he was exercised in pub- 
lic ministry in a lively manner; saying that he thought his day's 
work was nearly done: and he appeared to be much concerned that 
Friends should dwell in the life of religion, that they might 
witness the ancient power to be their support, by which they would 
be able to stand in times of trial, as he apprehended a time 
' would come, when every foundation would be tried. 
In his illness, he was much concerned that his wife and children 
should live near the Lord, and know him to be their portion and 
the lot of their inheritance, and that his children might be pre- 
served in love and tender affection to their mother , and one 
towards another. After a lingering sickness of some years, he 
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he departed this life, the eleventh of the eighth month, 1776, 
in the fifty fifth year of his age, having been a minister about 
12 years.

The last Will and Testament of HLIZABEHTH GRIFFIN, of 
Woodbridge, N. J. 


Forasmuch as it is appointed for all people some day to dieand 
the time when very uncertain, I, Hlizabeth Griffin of Woodbridge 
in the County of liddlesexand Province of Hast New Jersey being 
weak in body but of a sound disposing mindand memoryand inclined 
to dispose of the estate that the LORD hath to bless me with; Do 
make this my last Will and Testament in manner following; That is 
to say: First of all, I desire to resign my Soul to GOD ALMIGHTY 
who gave it to me, whenever it shall please him to call for it 
and my body to the earth to receive such decent burial as my ex- 
ecutors herinafter named shall think convenient, and as touching 
my worldly state: I give and bequeath the same as follows,viz; 
First, I give and direct that my daughter Mary Bloodgood, the wife 
of William Bloodgood shall be fully paid for the trouble and ex- 
pense that I have been and shall be to them, 
Item, I give and bequeath to my son Thomas Gach, all that remains 
in his hands (at the time of my death) of those goods that I left 
with him when I came to live with my son in law William Bloodgood, 
Item, I give and bequeath to my son John Vail the sum of ten 
pounds which he has already got in his hands. 
hiy will further is that all the meadows that my husband left me to 
divide at my discretion snall be divided between my son John Vail 
and my son Thomas Gach, that is to say; that my son John Vail 
shall have all that my son Thomas Gach has given him a quit claim 
for to be enjoyed by him and his heirs and assigns forever and 
that my son Thomas Gach shall have the remainder to be enjoyed by 
him his heirs and assigns forever, 
Item, I give and bequeath to my two daughters Martha Burling the 
wife of Edward Burling of New York, and Mary Bloodgood the wife 
of William Bloodgood of Woodbridge; all tne remaining part of my 
estate to be divided equally between them, 
Lastly, I nominate constitute and appoint my two daughters Martha 
Burling and liary Bloodgood Hxecutorsa of this my last Will and ‘es- 
tament, hereby revoking all others and former Wills by me at any 
time heretofore made declaring this and this only to be my laat 
Will and Testament. In Testimony Whereof I have hereunto set my 
hand and seal this twenty first day of the fourth month commonly 
called June and in the year of our LORD one thousand seven hundred 
and thirty nine.

The above Will is the only record known giving the name of 
either of John Vail*s parents. In it Elizabeth Griffith calls 

him her son John Vail and makes him one of her executors.The 
fact that her name was Griffith at the time of her making this 
will, and that she names therin Thomas Gach as her son as well 
as John Vail, requires some consideration. It is found in the 
records of the Woodbridge Monthly Weeting, now in the possession 
of the Society at Rahway, N. J. that on the 8th of 4mo 1687 

"John Veill and Benjamin Griffith" were appointed to speak to 
Benjamin Clark to attend meeting. (This John Veill is supposed 
to be the husband of Elizabeth Griffin.) We do not find this nae 
again in the records until the 2lst #¢ of 5mo 1709, when "John 

eal ig appointed to attend quarterly meeting at Shrewsbury" and 
it could not have been the first mentioned John Veill; if he was 
the first husband of E. G. since he must have been deceased, as 
we find in the same records, the 19th of 10 mo. 1706, the name 

of Elizabeth Gach, appointed to some service by the meeting, (she 
having changed her mame, by marriage, to Gach.) Her name occurs 
but twice more after this, until the 15th of 7mo 1709, when we 
find that John Griffin and Elizabeth Griffin declare their in- 
tention of marriage , which declarations they repeat for the end 
time on the 20th of 8 mo 1%09 and after this the name of #liza- 
beth Griffith frequently appears, so that the former John Veill, 
if the husband of iilizabeth Griffith, must have been deceased, em 
could not have been the 2nd John Veal. It is also recorded that 
John Griffith died the 20th of 8mo 1713. We conclude therefor, 
that John Veill was her first husband and a Mr. Gach her 2nd; and 
both deceased prior to 1709, she having had children by the first 
two husbands only. 
We will now proceed to submit such facts as we have in relation to 
John Vail the Quaker Preacher. Our earliest amd most reliable in- 
formation is taken from " A testimony from Plainfield lionthly Meet 
ing# in New Jersey concerning Jonn Vail" the Q. P. viz; that he 
was born in West Chester N. Y. and removed from thence, while 
quite young to Woodbridge, where he settled and married and be- 
came an acceptable preacher among the Friends, and died 27th of 
11 mo 1774, in the 89th year of his age, and consequently was 
born 1686 and was buried in the Friends burying ground at Rah- 
Way. 
We find also, page 946 of the "Documentary History of New York" 
Vol. 3 in the census list of Bast Chester , taken 1710; the name 
of Donn Uaile aged 24, and Arthur Uaile, aged 19. John was therefa 
born 1686, and would seem to be the same person as John Vail, he 
having been born the same year. It appears however, that on the 
2lst of Smo 1709, prior to the year 1710, that John Veal whom we 
suppose to be the Q. P. is appointed to attend quarterly meeting 
at Shrewsbury; and now the question arises, how gan John Veill bz 
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the father of John Vail, Q. P. the former being at Amboy Q. M. 

in 1687, a yeat after Jonn Uaile*s birth, and yet the testimony 
informs us that John Vail q. P., came from West Chester to Wood- 
bridge; when quite young; then again John Veal was at Woodbridge 
1709, a year prior to the census 1710, when John Uaile was 24 
years old and at West Chester. 

I am inclined to believe that John Uaile, John Veal, and John 
Vail Q. P., are one and the same person, and that the apparent 
inconsistency of these facts may be reconciled by supposing that 
he made Kast Chester in 1710 his residence for a short time and 
then returned to Woodbridge. 

I hope it may be in the power of some Friends or others interest- 
ed in these historical and genealogical investigations and who 
have access to the ancient records of tne Amboy and Shrewsbury 
Meetings, to examine and discover what facts and dates in relation 
to tne birth, marriages, appointments and deaths tnere may be 
contained therein relating to the history of John Vail and his 
parents and any other Vails. 

On the 17th of 2mo 1712, Jahn Vail and Martha Fitz Randolph de- 
clare, for the lst time, their intentions of marriage; and re- 
peated their declaration on the 15th of 3 mo 1712. Both presen- 
tations were made by Jane Fitz Randolph and Hlizabeth Griffith. 
John Vail*s name occurs often after this. 

The name Vail has a variety of spellings in the many documents 

in which it has been found, viz; 

lst Vail; 2nd Vaile;3rd Vaill#; 4th Vaille;5th Uaile; 6th Vale; 
7th Vaells 8th Veil; 9th Veill; 10th Veile; llth Veel; 12th Veal; 
13th Veale; ;4th Veall; 15th Valle; 16th Vele; 17th Viel; 18Vyol. 
There can be but little doubt that all these various spellings 
stand for the same word; as many of them are found to occur in the 
same document or written paper.

This class is so named for the reason that the three most remote 
ancestors, wno were brothers, vizs- JOSIAH, SAMUEL, AND BENJAMIN VAIL, 
settled in Orange County, New York, and brought up their families and 
died there. There is still a large number of Vails scattered about the 
County, descendants of this ancestry. It is traditional among the des- 
cendants that these three brothers or their father came from Wales, 

It is, howver, more certain that they came to Orange County from Long 
Island. It is very lamentable that among the numerous and intelligent 
children of these pioneers so little should have been handed down in 
relation to their forefathers, and the incidents and perils of those 
early times, which demanded stout hearts and unflinching nerves. We 
trust that there may yet be found some new facts, even traditional, 
which will light up the darkmess of that period and history of tnose 
hardy and brave men of early times.

THE HUNTINGTON CLASS OF VAILS 
I denominate those coming under the class HUNTINGTON, since the most 
remote knowledge of have of their progenitor is, that he first set- 
tled in Huntington, Long Island. This class is the most magnificent, 
if I may use that word, of any of the ¢### some 18 Classes whose re- 
cords I am collecting. I estimate the number of LOSES VAIL'S des- 
cendants at 8000. It may be and probably is more and nearer 10,000. 
It would be deeply interesting to know the history of Moses and his 
Ancestors, and I have no doubt that I shall find them to have been 
men of Highest moral worth and distinguished for their virtue , tem- 
perence, and piety. If I reason from scripture, it must be so. Read # 
the 128th Psalm. I admit the world, as it ig now, cannot appreciate 
sucha blessing, nevertheless the word of the Lord, as well as his 
unchangeable laws standeth sure and forever. I have-an unconquezable 
desire to collect the records of every family who are the descendants 
of this distinguished ancestor, and I earnestly hope I may receive 
the co-operation of every person who can claim the honor of being nis 
child. Here I cannot enlarge. It is not my purpose now to give you # 
his history or that of his descendants. I propose only to show you 
the progress I have made after much labor and repeated solicitations 
and to incite you to aid me in this most arduous work, by giving me 
such information as each and every one are possessed of,viz: your 
records;- the addresses of your relatives, that I may correspond with 
them;- and every traditional fact recorded and pertaining to the his- 
tory of your forefathers. 
I am informed that GHORGH VAIL who was born in England, emigrated to 
this country and settled on Lyng Island about the year 1680. It is al 
so stated that Micah, nis grandson and a Colonel in the Revolution, 
was once nominated for Governor of the State of Vermont.

I have adopted the name LONG ISLAND to distinguish this class from 
that of Huntington and Southold. These three classes have all their 
@rigin on Long Island. Whether tneyare related or not I an yet unable 
to decide, and must submit wnat I have here to present to tnose WoT & 
capable of judging, and to work out the problem as they best can with 
the materials I submit,# and with the superior lignt wnich descen- 
dants on the hosestead soil must be supposed to possess. I will simply 
state that I have not yet received such information as will enable 

me to join them togetner. I have, however, some suspicions that Joann, 
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tne progenitor of the Long Island Class, is tne lst son of lioseg 
Vail, of the Huntington Class.I submit it to the consideration 

of those interested in this work, 

To the Rev. Thomas H, Vaill, of We sterly, Rhode Island, I am en- 
debted for the following, and much more which the limits of this 
fly sheet will not admit, 

I would state that the tradition appears to be universal that the 
old stock of Vails a this country(for there are some recent com- 
ers) are descendants of the Thrze Brothers, one of which settled 
on Lonz Island, is the other two at some uncertain place else- 
where; and it is also the general opinion that they came from 
Wales. 

JONN VeILL, the progenitor of the long Island Class, was born in 
Wales, G. B., between 1660 and 1680- came to this country 1700; 
settled at Southold, L. I.; married, probably a Braddick or Brad- 
dock; was a weaver by trade; recollected by Christopher, his Grand 
Son, as @ very aged and honorable man; of memorable piety- very 
familiar with the Sacred Scriptures; and died between 1760 and 17D

Thus I have endeavored to exhibit the present condition of the re- 
cords of the descendants of these three Ancestors. I have undertan 
this work without any prospect or desire of remuneration, I have 
to many whom I now address, written two or three times without 
even the acknowledgment of its receipt. With very many I have had 
@ very pleasant, encouraging, and successful correspondence; and @ 
though now strangers to me, and I to them, except through tne mail, 
still I hope the time may be when I may be enabled to maxe their 
personal acquaintance. The time has now arrived when I must try 
this last effort to induce those who have not sent me their re- 
cords to do so, if not for my own gratification , still for those 
of their kindred, and for the gake of perfecting this work. All 
will see what yet remains to be accomplished, and my efforts will 
still be cheerfully given to labor at tne compilation and corres- 
pondence if it be but seconded by those who are more deeply inter- 
eeted than myself. My address will remain the same, though absent, 
Morristown, Liorris County, N. J. I would state here to those whom 
it may concern(for I am often asked for information), that I know 
of no legacy, or immense estates, or property of any kind, at nome 
or in foreign countries, descending to any of the Vails. If there 8b 
I have not been informed. 


I have given these three CLASSES in continuation that the parties 
of each class may become familiar with each other in the brief man- 
mer in which I have set them forth. A part of the christian name 

is sometimes omitted in this paper, neither are the dates given, 

in order to condense this statement as muchas possible and answer 
present purposes. 

1. To make known, to those who have favored me with their own re- 
cords, the condition of those of their near relatives; as well as 
of those who may be more remotely descended from the same parent 
stock, that what is still wanted may be furnished me as speedily am 
as fully as possible. 

2. That I may obtain from those who can furnish them the address of 
any person or the descendants of any person, mentioned in this state 
ment, whose records are wanting. In the obtaining ofsuch addresses, 
and my immediate correspondence with them, consists the secret of 
my success. It is my main dependence. To this is due the progress 
that has been made in this work. I cannot, therefore, too earnestly 
request those who can, to give me the full Post-Office address of 
all those whose records are not in my hands, and they will do me 


and perhaps themselves a great favor. 
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5. That some idea may be formed of the extent of the field in which 
I am working, the amount of labor required in bringing it to its 
present condition and that required to perfect it. You perceive 

the enterprize begins to assume a form and develops itself into 
something like order. This will continue so in just the degree in 
which I receive your co-operation and satisfactory answers to the 
requests that I have made of you. I also desire to impress you with 
the conviction that this work is a matter of fact, a reality, and 
to inspire you with the confidence in its ultimate success, a re- 
sult in whicn you are equally interested as myself. 

It would add exceedingly to the interest and value of the work if 
such ag can would write the history and life of tneir parents and 
ancestors; brief though it may be, yet as full as possible. There 
will be no preservation of it, except by transient, imperfect, errig 
and fading tradition, unless secured in this or an equivalent mode. 
Your grandchildren will only recollect you in the dim mist of the 
Obscure and forgotten past, as an ideal something that once was, 
but then has passed away and gone forever. as perhaps you may re- 
member your grandparents or more remote ancestors. Having no in- 
dividuality and without yime or place on the great stage of action, 
where the Supreme Creative Power of the Universe gave them their 
being, endowed with the highest order of intellectual and moral 
power, to exercise and develop it to its fullest perfection in con- 
templating the wonders of nature and of providence and nutralizing 
as muchas may be, the evils of tnis sin- stricken world. Let then 
one generation more pass away and it will suffice to cover up, all 
that is now faintly remembered, in the depths of the profound ab- 
yes of silence and forgetfulness. Is it not then right and proper 
to take and make note of the history of those to whom we owe our 
being? 


Next are the thirty questions previously recorded in these papers. 


I have thus briefly and as distinctly as possible exhibited the 
present progress and condition of the Records of these Vail's 
descendants. This is done that those interested may use such dil- 
igence and means in their power as may put me in possession, before 
it is published, of such records as are needed to finish it as a 
whole, and make it the most perfect record of its kind ever under- 
taken. 

I have this offer to make to all those who have, and who will fur- 
nish me with the records of their own or other families still 
wanting, and who prepay their postage and give me their full address, 
that I will as soon as the collection is finished publish it in 


‘pamphlet form, and mail to each family a copy. I have not the add- 


ress of every family and I hope all will see the necessity of being 
assured that I have it. To a very few, to whom I have already writ- 
ten some three times without success, I shall not after their receipt 
of this, again address them, unlese they reply. As soon as possible 
+he work will be committed to tne press. A limited number of extra 
copies betenddidddedsedicanyit will be printed, only sufficient to 
supply each family on the conditions above stated. But sucha num- 
per of extra copies may be engaged as any may choose to order, to 
whom they will be furnished at cost. 
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I would remind my correspondents that the success of this enter- 
prise is mainly due to the promptness with which they have given me 
the addresses of their fathers, mothers, children, brothers, sisters, 
uncles, aunts, cousins, and other relatives; and not least, the ad- 
dress of those who bear our name or nave descended from some ances 
tor of the same name, but who are not known to be in any way Pareto 
Without this aid I could not have advanced a step. It is impossible 
for me to travel over the whole extent of tne United States and the 
Canadas and collect these records. The work would never have been 
commenced, had such a labor been required. I would therefore urgently 
solicit of every one to give me the address now or at any time here- 
after of every person whoare now descendants. 
I would also earnestly request that there should be furnished for the 
work a brief biographical sketch of the life of deceased ancestors 
both paternal and maternal, embracing the history of their lives, 
the places of their residence, and where they were bureds; their re- 
ligious belief, their profession or business, &c, &c. Such an account 
for each one will greatly relieve the monotony of names and dates and 
give individuality to each person.
